Safeguard the Park 


OT ONLY CHILDREN BUT ADULTS

It is up to 
the park officials to see that the park is 
preserved as such a refuge. 


|Getting Greenland First 


HEN PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT EX- 

tended the principle of the Monrse Doc- 
trine to the North Atlantic by placing Green- 
land under the protection of the United 
States he took a step which will enable our 
neighbor on the south to play a much more 
active part in determining the outcome of 
this war than even her other preparations 
assured. It is unlikely the government at 
Washington will be in the least impressed 
by the fulminations of Germany or any ob- 
jections lodged by the authorities at Copen- 
hagen who, of course, must do exactly as 
their Nazi taskmasters direct. To all intents 
and. purposes,. the diplomatic proprieties 
were completed when the Danish minister 
to the United States appended his signature 
to the formal documents requisite for the 
transfer; he was acting, as Mr. Roosevelt 
explained at the ‘time, “on behalf of the 
King of Denmark, as Sovereign of Green 
Jand.” And both signatories. of the agree 
ment recognized fully that the step taken 
offered the best method of assuring “both 
Greenland’s present safety and the future 
of the island under Danish sovereignty.” 

As the President added this footnote to 
history he may well have had nda 
memorable sentence to which another chief 
executive more than a century ago gave 
voice: “We owe it, therefore, to candor 
to declare that we should consider any at 
tempt on their part to extend their system 
to any portion of this hemisphere as danget 
ous. to our peace and safety That was 
President James Monroe speaking of the 
whole Western Hemisphere in 1823; but the 
passing of 118 years has not changed the 
essential wisdom of Monroe’s Doctrine.

Turning back the pages of 
history, we find a number of 
“conquerors” who have worried 
the world. Not the least of these 
was Jenghiz Khan. 

Another spelling of the name 
is “Ghenghis.” In either case 
the way to pronounce it is “jen- 
giz” or “prince.” 

As a boy, Jenghiz became the 
chief of his tribe in Mongolia. 
The honor came to him when he 
was only 13 years old. 


Jenghiz Khan 


Jenghiz was born in 1162.” That 
was almost a century after Wil- 
liam the Conqueror invaded Eng- 
land. 

The tribe in which he was born 
lived in a land made up largely 
of mountains. It had a cold cli

While Jenghiz was a young 
man, he led his warriors into 
battle against nearby tribes. n 
these fights he met success, most 
of the time, but his main con 
quests did not start until 
he was 40. 

At the age of 40 there came a 
time when his power was nearly 
wiped out In. warfare with 


Wang Khan, leader of the tribes: | 


men known as Keraits, his army 
was cut to pieces. With only 8 
small band.of his men, he fled 
to a desert. 

If Jenghiz had lost his life in 
that conflict, what a difference it 
would have made in future his- 
tory! How many thousands of 
unhappy men, women and chil- 
dren would have been saved! 

As it Was, he escaped death and 
gathered a new army. Then be- 
gan the real conquest of the 
world’s largest continent, The 
Keraits were beaten down, and 
their lands were added to those 
which the Mongol lord already 
ruled. 

The next years were spent in a 
southwestern drive against the 
Turks, many of whom then lived 
in the centre of Asia. Their 
country was laid waste. 

Another campaign was against 
the Chinese in northern China 
This also was successful and Jen~ 
ghiz Khan became the master, of
